SAN FIIAXCISCO, March 23.— An er-

"Public forest reservations are estab- 


lished to protect and improve tbe forests 
for the purpose of securing a permanent 
supply of timber for tbe people and in- 
suring conditions favorable to a continu- 
ous water flow, 


"Tf such reservations were riot aot 


aside the forests would soon be devas- 
tated. Patrols will be placed in tho 
reservations in June for the purpose of 
guarding againet firea ana trespasser. 
Hunting and camping parties are al- 
lowed to visit tho reservations, bnt per- 
sons cutting ti-nber are liable to a heavy 
penalty. Care mnst also be taken to 
prevent forest fires.:'

BURNED TO A 
CRISP 


Awful Fate of Mr. and Mrs 


Thompson. 


TRAGIC END OF A SPREF 


While in a Drunken Stupor The 


Were Incinerated in Thei 
Home Last Night — Plunde 
Found ia the House.

Mr, and Mre. Jarces Thompson, a 


aged conplfl who had often been eee 
together aronnd town, were burned t 
death last night in their home, a rough 
bo&rd shanty on Kern «nd C streets. 


When the fire R-as finally put out th 


incinfirated remair^ oi the a^e-d coapl 
lay in tbe front portion o! tho chftrrec 
floor o! the dwelling, and 
revolting eight. A curion; crowd of men 
and women from the tenderloin district 
as well »a people who lived in th? npigh 
borhood. peared through the back of th 
house, which waa all burned out, aci 
climbed on baies -and fcei;5 to lo^ 
through the window. Most of them 
turned away with a shudder at Lbe Lor 
rible Eight. 


The woman lay in the corner of the 


house, apaioet the front door, 
which she had evidently tried to escape 
from tbe burning building. The flesh 
of the limba waa crisped and in place 
had fallen from the bones, which war.. 
burned eo that they crouibled 
Her hnabnnd lay 
fe r fee' from her 


stretched oa his beck. All the fltsb. wa 
burned from the head, lenvmt: only a 
charred and crumbling c-kulL Tuy Of: 
wag bnrned down tu the b^n*-3, ?.:-f\ t 
wbolt body was a bluck. ui,.^. li t! 
csople were not known, !.!».•£.luitaiii 
woald have b?en impossible-. 


Coroner Long was summons'', a:id he 


arrived ae soon as the tire had LK-JU Bi. 
tinccished. 
The 
bodies were then 


buried beneath a debris of bnrncd tim- 
bers aud furniture. An old 
etove was between the cremated bodiea 
of tbe unfortunate pair. Tae debris was 
cleared sway end after much ditiicultv 
the rem&ine were removed l^m the 
house. 


The fire started shortly after 10.30 


o'clock, and tbe flameaebot up through 
thereof of -the shinty, which bnrned 
likttin^ar. Paul Giennoai, who lives 
about a block away, was tha first to see 
the Meze, aa be was Bitting up playing 
c&rdta. Reran to tho burning building, 
and fired bio piitol twice to attract the 
attention of people in the neighborhood. 
Tha report of tbo shota brought Car! 
Baraett, who lives on loyo street, ana 
Fred Brown, a colored boy, to tbe house. 


It did not occur to thsm at first tbat 


Myone wan in the burning abanty, and 
their only thought was to Btva a buggy, 
which was close to tbe house. They 
wheeled tbftt away, and then one ol 
them Boggeated that there might possi- 
bly bs some children in tbe bouse, and 
they concluded to knock in the door. 
Barnett kicked It in, and he saw the 
woman lying closa to the door. She 
might have been eufiocated by 
tho 


amoke and fallen thera, but Barnett 
Eaid afterward that be did not think abt 
was dead at that time. He took hold o: 
ber by the feet, and tried to pull her 
from the building. Jost then a volume 
of flame rushed through the opening 
and Barnett bad to flee to eavo bia own 
life, leaving tbe nnfartnuate women to 
her terrible fate. 


Hfl alto could eee the man lyine on 


the floor, bat it was ont ot tho question 
to try to rescue him. 


Water had to be pumped from a con- 


eiderable distance, snd the fire depart- 
ment waa fit a disadvantage. 
Both 


chemical engines threw IheirbstlnEuiEh- 
ing fluid on the flames, and a stream of 
Uater was also played on the bnildine, 
but it was some time before the Hia 
coald be got under control. Tbe promie- 
cnooa crowd that watched the firemen 
fighting the flames did not know tbat 
there were a man and a woman in the 
building, bat tho newt soon spread, and 
erclamatianfl of horror were heard oa 
all Rides, 


When the fire was sufficiently tmbdned 


several went np on the front porch and 
looked in at the burned bsdies. Tbe fire- 
men then went into tfcfj building with 
axes end chopped tbe wall?, the charred 
and burning timbers falling on the in- 
cinerated corpses. 


It ia Impossible to nar how tbe fire 


started, but it is believed thatthe couple 
ware in a helpless condition from liquor, 
and on that account could not esc^po 
from tbe building. Neighbors eey that 
at 10 o'clock a lamp was seen burning 
dimly in the front part of the bouse, 
and it is poisible that the fire resulted 
from an explosion. 


Both tbe old man and his aged part- 


ner were known as hard drinkers, and 
the neighbors eay that for the past two 
weeks they have not been sober. Thomp- 
son waa a pensioner, and abont two 
weeks ago received hi? money from the 
government, and bad teen on a pro- 
tracted ppree ever since; Mrs. Thomp- 
son had also been drinking heavily. 
When in sn inebriated condition sr.e 
was abmive to the neighbors And very 
quarrelsome. For that reteon none of 
thiee who lived near them ae&ociatr-d 
with them, and they are not very well 
known. People who have seen them 
aronnd town Bay that often both wero 
PO much nnder the influence of liquor 
tbat they could hardly remain on tbe 
seat of their rattle-trap wagon. They 
went aronnd gathering raze. 


Yesterday afternoon Mr«, Thompson 


waa noticed bringing a bottle of wine to 
tbe house and nothing more wan eeen of 
hen»lf or husband by the neighbors. 
It if believed tbat they both drank un- 
til they were in B etupor. 


It ia evident tbat they wern sitting 


about the etovo. for. at etafd, it lay be- 
tween their burned bodies. It is thought 
mor« than likely that they fell into & 
ttnpor from liquor and 
that 
Mr§.

INCREASING ITS SUPPLY. 


The Water Company Boring Three 


New Wells. 


The Freeno Water Company looks fcr- 


unrd to a largely increased consumption 
of water Iho coming summer and ia pre- 
paring for tho extra demands that will 
be made upon it. The company intends 
to bore three wells on Glenu avenue, 
near Vcorman.aud already has one well 
under way. On tbia one a depth of 150 
ftet. hafl been re-ached. The wella will 
bfl from 250 to 500 feet deep, aa the ar- 
teaiiin straw vary. 


The new wtlla are counted upon to in- 


crease tho water workn pupnly by about 
one million gnllons a day. 
If thie quan- 


tity ia not obtained otlior w^lla will bo 
dug. Tbe company will eptatilish n 
pimping etation at this point, and the 
water will be pumped directly into the 
mains, the overflow returning to tbe 
tank fit tho Hreano street plant. 


TliiH material increase in the capacity 


of the watt-r workn will ouable tho com- 
pany to meet nil demands upon it. 
There are few ritios the pizft at Freano 
that use £o much watnrafl this city does.

ID Oakland, on tha 4th day of thia 


month, died Col. Marshal N. Stone, as 
fcnisHly a gentleman aa ever faced tho 
King of Terrors, and aa lofty & soul as 
ever passed iato the Valley of the 
Shadow. Colonel Stone was born in tha 
State of Kentucky in about tbe year 


[ 1S42 and cuma of a family of di-tinction 


who bad long dwelt in the famed Blue 
Graea State. His mother was a sister of 
the late General Thomas H. Williams, 


- who was at one time tho Attorney Gen- 


eral of California, 


At the commencement of the civil 


war VOU-E Stone, fired by an ardent 
love for hia ua'ivh section, and obeying 
the instincts of his ctuvalric nature, 
roebed into the ranks of the Confeder- 
acy, and for four years braved tbe dan- 
gers and harduhipB of camp and field, 
liattiinc with conspicuous vtlor for the 
canee which he thought was right. 
From a soldier in the ranks, before the 
strife W&B ended, he won the insignia 
and uniform of a Confederate colonel in 
the gallant command of General John 
Morgan, the Prince Rupert of the Con- 
federate atatee army. 
Returning to 


private life, after war's hoarse bellow- 
inga had ceased, he applied himself 
diligently to tbe study of the law, and 
was BOOQ admitted to practice in the 
highest court of hie native etate. 


Atftboot this time the account of the 


fabulous riches ol the famed Couiatock 
ledge at Virginia City, Nevada, had be- 
come world-wide. Inspired by a natu- 
ral love of adventure, and bopefnl ot se- 
curing fame an a lawyer—as well as for- 
tune—in about 1868, young Stone opened 
a law office beneath the shadow and on 
the rugged side of Aloont Davidson, 
where by dint of hia energy and by 
reason of his talents he Boon took rank 
in the, briehteet and best equipped 
bar of the far Weet, Ills contempories 
were such men aa Whitman, Lewie, 
Deal, Snaley, R. C. Meaeic, De Lonp, 
Perley, Kilpotrick, Ellis, Clarke and 
Dixon, cud among these he did not oc- 
cupy tbe second place. His knowledge 
of the law was profound, h:e judgment 
WBB ever sound and almost unerring, 
and his devotion to truth and justice 
wae almost a paEBiou. His very eoul re- 
volted against the tricka and methods 
of the "aharp practitioner," and there 
wag no, word ia his vocabulary of auf- 
ncient aptness to express his detestation 
and contempt for the professional quib- 
bler nnd shyster. 


Whila at Virginia City he waa tha re. 


taiood attorney of the Bonanza firm, 
during which time he conducted its liti- 
gation in state and federal courtfl with 
consummate ability, with such skill &a 
challenged the admiration and secured 
to hintirtlf the lasting friendship of Jus- 
tice Field, who presided in tbe circuit 
court of the Niuth circuit, where eo 
many of Colonel Stone's caeee wore 
tried. 
Ha waa .Tamea 0. Fair's trusted 


and able couneel in his divorce case, 
with the late R. P. Meaaic acting for 
Mra. Fair. That caap wag eetticd out of 
court, Mrs. Fair receiving about $5,000,- 
000 £9 her share of the properly, paying 
to Judge Meaaic a fee ol $250,001;. 


Quitting Nevada some tivo yeara ago, 


Colonel fitone removed to Bait Lake, 
having formed a partnership with Will- 
iam Dixon, the foremost lawyer ot the 
Utah bar. Here bard work and labori- 
ous effort in his profession BO impaired 
his health that he was forced to retire 
from practice. Coming to California he 
made hia homo in Oakland snd dwelt 
there until tbe dute of hia death.

The act of March 27, 1895, under 


which the assessment waa made last 
year, provides tbat Oily Trneteeaof all 
inties excepting cities of the tiret ciase 
may elect bj1 ordinance to have the 
County Assessor mase the aasfE'ment 
and tho County Treasurer act aa the 
City Treasurer. In order for citiea to 
avail theiuselvee of the provisions of the 
act they must pass an ordinance decid- 
inc to do so, and must file a certified 
copy of the ordtoauce Kith the County 
Auditor on or before the first Monday 
In February of each year. Thereafter, 
the act provides, all tait-a nmst be col- 
lected by the Couoty Tax Collector 
until the municipality decides by or- 
dinance that it does not deeire to avail 
itself further of the ect. 
_Now the hitch arises in this: that the 
city has not passed an ordinance decid- 
ing not to continue nnder the act, ar>d 
hence according to the act itself it iu the 
duty of the County Afeeseor torn abb the 
aeaeeBtnent and of tho Oonnty Tax Col- 
lector to collect the taxee. Bat the 
town has not established a rate of t a na- 
tion, and hence thero ia no basis to 
arrive at the tisee. The board ehoulti 
have fix?d the ratfi on the laet Monday 
of September, 1S97. 


If the town deeires to collect itc own 


taxes, however, the trnateen Btill have 
time to fix n rate, snd «o ahead and 
make the aaseeBm&nt Bud collect the 
taxes, which will probably bo clone, 
ignoring tbe act of 1895 altogether. The 
Oonnty Assessor rereives a smali per^ 
ccot&ge for inakiuK tho assessment, but 
the compensation ia not an attractive 
one, considering the amount of labor 
involved, F.nrt Assessor Vincent JP p-ob- 
fibly not sorry that Selcoa ia goh't: to 
look after ita municipal affaire all by 
itself.
